Funston, president of the 
New York Stock Exchange, 
in a talk before the National 
Association of Securities Ad- 
milnistrators, made certain 
recommendations for law re- 
visions In ‘order to simplify 
giving stock in American en- 
terprise to minors. One can 
open savings accounts or buy 
savings bonds for children 
without any complications 
If necessary, the money can 
be withdrawn or the bonds 
sold without trouble. But in 
the case of stocks the par- 
ent can't sell or manage 
them for the benefit of the 
child without risking legal 
penalties. To be safe, he 
must have himself appointed 
guardian by a court or estab- 
lish a trust—which often are 
complicated and expensive 
proceedings.
